"FRAP members 
may have a sympathy for the 
FLQ, but FRAP does not." Kea- 
ton stated. 

He added, howiever, .that while 
FRAP.disappiovesiof„the tactics 
used by the' FLQ,'^ its' goals are 
the same. "We are trying hi a 
democratic way to solve the prob- 
lems that the FLQ is trying to 
solve in a violait way . " 

Rhoda Howard, a member of 
the committee, then went on to 
enumerate the problems: "Public 
health, housbig, transporation, 
recreation, and unemployment." 
Shice these problems beset the 



■ working classes, FRAP con- 
centrates its campaign in areas 
where they are predominant. 

Miss Howard disagreed with a 
reporter's suggestion that FRAP 
had invited Charles Gagnon and 
Michel' Chartrand to speak at a 
^meeting last Thursday night. The 
Tmimiphdne was ghren over to 
any member of the audience who 
wanted to speak, she said, and not 
specifically to the two men. Thus,

Close to 400 students crowded 
hito L«acock .26 yesterday to par- 
ticipate hi a civil liberties teach- 
hi bispired by the War Measures 
Act. "rhe discussion, led by four 
McGill professors, concluded with 
the organization of ' the McGill 
branch of the newly-formed Uiiit- 
ed FYont. 

The front has been organhced 
to aid those arrested shice the 
hivocation of the War Measures 
Act, and to worlc for the rescis- 
sion of the Act. 

Three McGill professors, Mi- 
chel Pelletier from the School 
of' Social Work, Marlene Dhcon of 
the Department of Sociology, and 
Daniel Latouche of the French 
Canada Studies I^ogram, all con- 
demned the government for its 
hnplementation of the War Mea- 
sures Act. 

,Pd|^ei|dpffacterized the Act 
as'^-'opml^fie door to arbitrary 

police measures" while Latou- 
che suggested that the "sendhig 
in of the army has taken the 
proportions of a military exer- 
cise". 

All three professors concurred 
that the declaration , of the War 
Measures ' Act '.was )) for;;iieasons 
other than those bfféred officially. 

Latouche saw the Act as proof 
that the Federal government will 
never allow Quebec to separate, 
and Dixon described the Act as an 
excuse to remove the separatist 
threat from Quebec and to under: 
mhie the politics of le Fhint d'ac- 
tion Politique. 

"The government," said Pro- 
fessor Dixon, "had no real reason 




to hivoke the War Measures Act, 
because there was no sign of an 
immediate and bnmbient bisur- 
rection hi Quebec." ' 

Although the topic of the teach- 
m was cwil liberties, much dis- 
cussion revolved around the need 
for social reform rather than 
police power to meet the crisis 
in Quebec. Latouche saw the 
regahihig of civil liberties as 
secondaiy to the solving of the 
economic and social prolîlcms of 
the province.

In the middle of;^ discussion, 
Robert Keaton. a FRAR'ddegate 
from CAP SL Louis made a plea 
for support agahist the.R^onal 
for support agahist thé charges 



of Regional Expansion Mhiister 
Jean Marchand and others. The 
allegations were that FRAP was 
a front organization of the FIQ. 

Keaton discussed FRAP plans 
for a newspaper campaign to 
counter these clahns, which he 
characterized as untrue and an 
effort to discredit the FRAP cam- 
paign. The FRAP organization is 
apparently severely handicapped 
by a, lack of funds and is there- 
fore unable to answer the charges 
of Marchand through the ddly 
media. 

After further discussion of the 
War Measures Act, and its effects 
on the population, the teach-fai 
moved toward the organization of 
action committees. 

These committees will attempt 
to translate the general, feelhigs 
of the teach-m uito action dhrect- 
ed toward t he^repeal of the War 
Measures AcMjlp' 

ThroughouFthe teach-hi there 
was conthiued emphasis on the 
necessity of not violatmg the reg- 
ulations of the War Measures 
Act, and speakers avoided discus- 
sion of the FLQ. . 

The teach-hi was 'held withm 
the rather Ihnited area of Lea- 
cock 26, apparently due to the 
refusal of McGill University to 
offer larger faciUties to the 
Arts and Science Undergraduate 
Society, which sponsored the 
event.

"I Tealized,^tbat/aU of life could 
depend on whether a whidow was 
broken." 

Hawkes' works . assault the 
usual emottonal responses and 
values,;' 

Hé writes of fear, of death, 
of ateolute destruction, of the 
strange and terrifyhig experience 
of hivolvement with annihilation. 
Yet he tries to create a . reason- 
able human rdationsbip^^with 
death. • ■ ■ 

'' Hawkes eih|Ââsized that 
everything ■ hé has written is 
comic. This comedy ranges from 
incongruity to absurdity to Uie 
farcical nature of certain very 
real situations. 

"My. novel, .Second .Skin, is 9 , 



comic novel about suicidej" 
commented Hawkes. 

His work has been condemned 
as written by an bisane criminal 
mentality. "This was a positive 
statement. I like those words," 
said Hawkes. 

"I went through a dictionary 
lookhig for a title, and found the 
words "Ihne twig - à trap for 
bh-ds". This vras a perfect title 
for- my novel which vras about 
sihali people who are luied up 
by a cosniic machine out to de- 
stroy them. So I went back and 
added lune hnages throu^out 
the book." related Hawkes, 

"Fiction cannot be told to of-' 
fer solutkins. In such ah. at- 
mosphere art will not survWe," 
responded Hawkes. 

"The way out cannot come from 
the work of art itself but art can 
exemplify a sphit, cruel enough ' 
and lovmg enough to get some- 
wherej] ' he concluded. . ,.■ - ; ; . ,

did later qualify that statement by suggesting that he had in mind the 
French terms "caution morale" (moral support) when he used 
"front". The election will show whether or not everybody in this soci- 
ety accepts Marchand's point of view and believes it to be dangerous 
to support the democratic left 

FRAP will not have to win control of the Civic Council in order to 
prove that there are people in tiiis society who don't believe that a vote 
against Drapeau is a vote for anarchy. All that FRAP has to do, and 
admittedly it might be a difficult task, is to elect between 7 and 10 
members to the civic council and garnish between 15 and 20% of the vote 
in the wards in which they have fielded candidates. 

If FRAP were to get that kind of support it will have proven that it 
is a permanent fixture on the municipal political scene.

A TOUCH OF THE POET 




The sense of immediacy and 
intimacy whidi the Centaur 
Theatre affords is marvellous 
for most productions. These 
same qualities, however, can 
detract from a performance 
as I discovered in Eugene 
O'NeU's A Touch of the Poet.7 
The high-volumed melodramaticl 
prodticUon^prbyed; disturbingly 
oppr^vein the small theatre. 

The action of this play (set in 
the dining room of Melody's Tav- 
ern, in a village a few miles 
Jrom Boston in 1828) springs 
[fr&m the love affair between the 
eper's daughter Sara 
J^Yanlcee gentleman vAiom 
^e"^is' nursing in his iUness. 
The Yankee gentleman, a Tho- 
reau-like dreamer from all 
accounts which others give of 
him, never appears. (At times 
J enviedi him his immunity 
to the ear-splitting noise in 
the tavern dining ! _J 
,One .of thepb|[^|cliar< 
i»|punitintèndS)lffi^ ' cine '^of 
fieftiirortirtiSfiÎMP^à touch of 
the poet' in him (the other is 
the Thoreauvian Simon Hart- 
ford) is the mercurial Major 
"Iflody. Cornelius Melody is 
l^l^sed by his past glory 
gS-^iah Irish olf jcettl n the seventh 
vai^oonsv^ll^B de- 
nounces :Tthe>f?W^which . has 
reduced him to lowly tavern- 
keeper. His obsession drives 
him perilously' close to schi- 
zophrenia. On the one hand, he 
desperately tries to reinstate 
himself as a gentleman of pride 
and. honour. While his family 
must beg for credit for food, 
he keeps a thoroughbred mare 
and vrith aristocratic generosity 
gives out free drinks to the 
local micks. On the other hand, he 
abandons ail pretensions (which 
impose an existence of misera- 
ble solitude on him), and joins 
the boys in comradely carousing. 
His salvation comes when he is 
eventually reconciled to this 
latter perhaps ^unpoetic but 
honest self. - , . 

Major Melody,' prone to By- 
ronic outbursts in front of 
the mirror, brought to my 
mind another fiery Irishman. 
Gerald O'Hara of "Gone with 
the Wind". But Gerard Par- 
kcs* characterization failed 
to aeate a man as real as 
O'Hara had^l»een--rfor me. 
Parkes doesf'riot'^- fiiUy.' realize 
the movingly human and tragic 
dimension.*! of Melody. None-

which he does seem to expand 
to a full awareness and portrayal 
of the character, notably a 
tender scene with Sandra Nicholls 
(^0 plays his daughter Sara). 

Like Parkes, Sandra Nicholls 
spends a good bit of her stage 
ittihe|[ragii«| ^ Only 
I^HSn^eVrasfshared-'the bed of 
her lover (the Hart- 
ford previously, referred to), 
and thus assured herself of 
her future does her fury subside. 
The ' transformation from wily 
angry ^1 to gentle mature 
woman . is so sudden,' however, 
it , is, V unconvincing. The first 
châràcteriicàtioh ' is too strong 
to allow the second to be credible. 

Unlike husband and daughter. 
Mrs. Melody is a character of 
far less emotional sensationalism. 
Myra Benson's portrayal of 
this flabbing old woman who. 
avows her love for the husband 
ivrito/abuses ha (then.claims.tbat 
ingnhe^ilskey in hiîTtSlking). 
proves a blessed relief to the cars 
after the torrential rage of the 
other Melodies. However, her 
performance deteriorates at 
times to tiresome soppiness. 

The one actress who generates 
a moment of genuine epiphany 
is Dana Ivey in the role of Mrs. 
Henry Hartford. Her Dresden 
face beginning to crack beneath 
her bonnet, Dana Ivey plays the 
fiftyish American gentlewoman 
with finesse: she doesn't sacri- 
fice subtlety to histrionics. 
Her appearance is brief, yet 
so sensitive and intense that it 
manages tc salvage an otherwise 
disappointing production. 
-But I must not neglect to 
mention another light which 
flickers across the stage, if 
not intensely, at least merrily: 
Terrence Ross. Delightfully 
toothless, Ross plays an Irish 
drunkard. (He later donned his 
.teeth for the curtain call.) 

A Touch bf the Poet runs 
until November 15th at the 
Centaur Theatre (housed 
in the old Stock Exchange build- 
ing in Old Montreal). While the 
production (under the direction 
of Maurice Podbrey) as a whole 
has deflnite'iflaws, the brilliance 
of certain nioments caimot be 
denied. The captivating perform- 
ance of Dana Ivey alone makes 
the play worth seeing. But the 
choice is yours.

Director Marion André has 
added an interesting dimension 
to his upcoming production of 
Ibsen's A Doll's House. He 
says "The play is about the 
liberation of the human spirit. 
We are all captives of certain 
mytiis, imprisoning in them 
ourselves: our survival depends 
on our capability to break out 
of that prison." 

This analysis and theme are 
not new although the issues 
they present are still of great 
interest What is new, how- 
ever, is that Director André 
has cast the role of the wife as 
a French-Canadian, and the hus- 
band as an English-Canadian, 
to ^ve the play spedflc signi- 
ficance to Quebec audiences. 
When asked if he intended the 
play to become a political play, 
in part. Andre said, "I am 
not in sympathy mth the F.L.Q.. 
but in sympathy' with French 
Canadians' aspirations: I am 
a confirmed Federalist. 1 don't 
believe that either the French 
or the English should leave 
Quebec (as Nora does in the 
play), as French Canada has a 
much better chance of survival 
within Confederation than out- 
side it. 

"French Canadians have many 
legitimate aspirations that have 
to be met and the Anglo-Saxon' 
feelbig of superiority must vanish: 
there must be true equality. 1 am 
not trying to change the metaphor 
of the play: the struggle between 
the two people remains the sanie". 

So we can see the reasoning 
behind Mr. André's treatment 
of the play, if we. draw a par- 
allel between Nora's position in 
hier marriage and the French 
Canadian's position in Quebec. 
Ibsen was a great believer in the 




individual's freedom and I won- 
der if he would have considered 
Mr. Andre's treatment as yalid. . 

This so called "superior atti- 
tude of the English" is represent- 
ed in the play by tiv* superior 
attitude of the male, through the 
husband-wifé relationship. This, 
of course, raises the' question . 
of Feminism. 

Women's Liberation - was 
beginning to gather much Impetus' 
in Ibsen's day, as the Victorian 
Woman emerged from a patem-. 
alistic era to, discover herself 
as a separate, rather than sub- 
ordinate individual. 

"Ibsen was not so much a fe- 
minist as he. was a believer in : 
"the free spirit", says Mr. An- 
dre, "and the play is about the 
imprisonment of the human 
spirit. Ibsen was a radical, but 
not a fake radical." 

There are many who believe 
that Ibsen vras iii great sympathy 
with the Feminist Movemént, 
which he always vehemently 
denied, and as we .can seë from 
Mr. Ar^DRE's conimentsT Ibsen 
believed in each person's indi- 
'/idual freedom and development, 
whether male or female. Although 
many of Ibsen's female charact- 
ers are pioneers . on stage in 
this regard, Ibsen does not 
glorify Women out of all recogn- 
Uon, but show their defects as 
well. 

Ibsen's characters offer a 
real challenge to the actor. He 
sees far below the surface into 
the psychological and spiritual 
workings "of lids men and women. 
Thus Uie role of Nora, who 
begins- as. the docile bride and 
then transforms with 'the rea- 
lization that she hais' been liv- 
ing in the shadow of her husband 
and has never really been a

complete person on her own. 
is a intriguing' role. - Louise 
Marleau will' be playing this 
role in the Saidye Bronfman 
production. 

Traditionally, the husband has 
been played as a cold, selfish, 
domineering male, but André 
has changed ttiis. He says: 
"David Shurman (previously in 
Joe Egg) will be, playing ^Hel- 
mer as a charming doting' hus- 
band, obviously in . love with 
his wife, but as the play pro- 
gresses it is like peeling an 
onion and we see farther into 
him, and we sec that this nice 
young man has blinkers on." 
He is not necessarily to be 
condemned in our modem terms 
as a "Male Chauvinist" be- 
cause he is a product of an 
age in whidi he lived and was 
given his role to play, as was 
Nora. 

The Play is about the reali- 
zation by Nora that what she has 
been doing with her life has 
been Tole;i>laj^^and she thus 
begins' the ''seacK'' for her real- 
self. Hehner too is left examining . 
his role. Nora wants ' her 
marriage to be a marriage in the 
real sense in that there should 
be two complete and equal indi- 
viduals living together on an 
equal, sharing basis. 

All in all, the production at 
the ' Saidye Bronfman Center 
promises to be a most -interest- 
ing one. A new light has been 
thrown on an already topical 
play. The play bears witness 
once again to the survival of 
truly great drama throughout ' 
time. Production is from Oct 
28 to Nov. 22 at 5170 Cote Ste. -

GEORGE» JONAS 



FONTINBLAU 



George Jonas is coming to 
McGill October 29 to give a rea- 
ding of liis poems at 4 p.m. in 
Lcacoclc 109 as part of the 
Department of EngUsli lecture 
scries. I believe tht Jonas is one 
of the best younger poets writing 
in Canada today. His two collec- 
tions, The Absolate Smile (Anasi 
Press,-1967) and The Happy Hun- 
gry Man (Anasi, 1970) contain 
many First-rate poems, and some 
excellent ones. Jonas is subtle, 
sardonic, sinister, tough and fun- 
ny - a combination of qualities 
. peculiarly suited to coping - with 
our present realities: 

Outraged executives caught 
. in air raids 
Whimper in the most grati- 
• \ vf^gway ■ 
Conquering crews in'c^nized 

Bum for sometime and grow 
very peaceful 
Now it is necessary to 
look for the spectacular: 
Small tumours mollify ma^' 
lignant old women -

Jonas lutows whereof he spealcsi 
having encountered the tanks and 
the burning in' Hungary, from 
which he fled to Canada after the 
1956 uprising against the Rus- 
sians. He was then 21, and taught 
himself English from books and 
films. Five years later he began 
to write in Engllsh and has to his 
credit, as well as tiie poetry, 
several radio and television plays 
and an operetta libretto. His 
handling of the language reminds 
me of another immigrant from 
Central Europe who taught him- 
self English late, Joseph Conrad. 
Each sees in the English language 
colours and combinations inviâ- 
ble to a native in the language; 
each has an ironic view of the 
complexities of human life. Ra- 
ther than expressing himself in 
the mired complications of prose 
fiction as Conrad has, Jonas has 
chosen to,ha^offianaIl chunks 
of experienra^^raml^^chisel them 
into hard and expressive poems 
which are a syifecdoche of much 
else. 

There are no rosy spectacles 
over Jonas' eyes. His poems are 
full of images of loneliness, se- 
paration, violence and death. Ins- 
tead of leading to despair or 
cynicism, however, these imagés 
end up in an ironic gesture or 
quiet laugh. Consider the last 
stanza of the untitled poem which 
begins:

A Statement from FRAP McGill

FRAP's chances hi the election have been hurt severely 
as a result of a statement yesterday by Jean Marchand, 
federal minister of Regional Expansion. 

Marchand called FRAP a "front" for the FLQ. He 
said he had "good reason to believe" that FLQ elements hi 
the party would disrupt the elections with all sorts of ex- 
plosions, more kidnappuip and even with more shootings." 

The statement was made yesterday hi Vancouver on 
radio station CKNW. Mardiand retracted the statement 
later, hi the day, and Prime Mhiister- Trudeau disowned 
it ' 

Marchand also said yesterday that the War Measures 
Act had been hivoked not only because of the Cross-Laporte 
' kidnappings, but also because of anticipated tinuble during 
the municipal elections. 



On Sunday October 11, Paul Giche, president of 
. FRAP had condenuied the tactics of the FLQ, but declared 
that the party was hi agreement with the objectives of the 
FLQ manifesto. 

Cliche emphasized that FRAP had chosen.^dectoral- 
ism as its "other means of struggle". He condemned, 
however, "the violence of the system... the violence of the 
situation that non-unionized workers find themselves in". . 

Shice the statemoit was made by Cliche, the FRAP 
door-to-door campaign hi city wards like St-Loub and 
St-Jacques has met with extreme opposithm. 

Many residents of these districts have met FRAP 
volunteers with slammed doois and abuse. 

The hivocation of the War Measures Act has only com- 
pounded the prejudices and opposition to.the party.Mlie 
Montreal press has not helped hi any signlflcant way tO' 
present FRAP's situaUon hi clear manner.-, And theLapor-' 
te death has only made the situation worse for the party.

Queen's game ends era

This has been a season of 
bad breaks for the Redmen Foot- 
ball team. Besides the general 
ran of missed . taddes, fumbles 
and interceptions that have 
plagued the team, there were 
other breaks: Ron Kelly's col- 
larbone, Bill McKenna's hand 
and, ntost recently, Dan Smith's 
rib. 

The latest disaster befell our 
heroes on Tuesday night, when 
the team's quarterback was 
the victim of some overly zeal- 
ous tackling by his team-mates 
on the defense. As this goes to 
press it is highly unlikely that 
Smith will play in tomorrow's 
game against Queens, and he 
may be out for the season. Mc- 
Kenna will probably switdi over 
fn)mj},Jiis^line-backing position 
to handle the signal calling in 
tomorrow's game. 

Smith's injury is merely the 
latest misfortune to befall the 
defending Yates Cup Champions. 
FYom the outset, this year's 
edition of the Redmen seemed 
cursed. Before the season 
began, the players were inform- 
ed that this would be the last 
year for intercollegiate sports. 
Immediately thereafter, John 
Naponick left the team, and Lar- 
ry Smith walked out after the 
opening game a^inst Toronto. 

Low morale 

These factors did little to 
bolster steam morale,' and the 
seemingly endless stream of in- 
juries has compounded . the si- 
tuation. And yet, according 
to Coach Tom Mooney, this team 
works harder than any he has 
coached. "I wish there was 
some way I could yd! at them, 
but they work harder than any 
group I've had. But somehow, 
nothing seems to go right Last 
year eveiythhig did." 



And so, tomorrow, the Red- 
men will take the field agahist 
the league-leading Queens Gold- 
en Gaels. The Redmen still have 
a chance to reclaim - the Yates 
Cup, but it is an extremely slim 
one. They must whi their re- 
maining games and hope that 
someone upsets Queen's. 

In the last encounter between 
the teams, the McGill defensive 
unit was betrayed by the offense 
and punthig teams. The later

In that game, Queens scored 
only one touchdown on a sustain- 
ed drive. The Redmen fumbled 
six thncs and Keith Eaman had 
two long punt returns for touch- 
downs. Since that time, the Red- 
men have suffered another loss 
to Waterloo in which three more 
punt: returns all but eliminated 
théni from winnbig the Yates 
Cup. 

Matter of pride 

Tomorrow's game could spell 
finis for the Redmen or it could, 
keep them alive. Largely how- 




ever, it is a matter of pride. 
The McGill entry is not without 
talenti and the players are .iii- . 
. tent on proving this fact. Last 
year, this same group finished 
second in Canada, and they 
won't be satisfied Unless they 
win a few games this year; 

Obviously, the loss of Smith, 
the league's leading passer, will 
hurt. However, M:Kenna is an ex- 
perienced football player who 
has demonstrated more than 
ample passing and balihandling 
skills. He b certainly capable 
of doing an adequate job of re- 
placing Smith, but the line-back- 
hig corps will be seriously 
weakened if he can't go both 
ways. According to many of his 
team-mates, McKenna is the 
team's best all around player, 
but he can do only so much. 

Queens is not without its own 
difficulties. Quarterback Art 
Rochette may be out, and they 
have lost all-star line-backer 
Mike Lambros. Despite these ht- 
juries; the Gaels have climbed 
hito fh^t place. Essentially, the 
game will probably boil down 
to a confrontation between the 
Redmen defense and the Queens 
offense. Barring a third consec- 
utive week of the punt-retum 
blues, the McGiU defense should 
keep the Redmen in the. game 
long enough for McKenna et al 
to put some points on the board. 

End of an era 

Outside of the injury to Smith, 
the Redmen are fairly sound. 
Rick Suffield and Peter Bender 
will provide McKenna with ex- 
ceptional targets, while Dave 
Fleiszer and I^ Aiken can pick 
up yardage if the line can open - 
holes. 

What is perhaps most unpor- 
tant is the fact that tomorrow's 
game might be the Isét ever at 
McGill. At thiS' point, unless 
some large sum' of money is 
forthcoming, intercollegiate sports 
will cease to exist This is the 
team's last home game for thé . 
year, and maybe forever. 

When Dr. Robert Bell told the 
team that they had had it, so . to 
'speak, he had the gall to add- 
"Win it for us, boys." WeU 
that's a crock of shit Ftom 
now on, anything any Redmen 
team whis is for itself, the coach, 
the fans and anyone the players 
thbik deserves it. It is about 
time that certaui persons hi the 
AtUeUcs^d^artment^ and the 
ailminisfiaUori^l^ned a few 
things.

'Situation unauoidable 
Atliletic budget canned

McGill, the university with the longest sports history m Canada 
will be forced to terminate its intercollegiate athletics programme 
at the end of this year. The news which everyone has been expect- 
hig was made official at a Board of Governors meeting yesterday. 

It was decided that the |220,000 to intercollegiate sports would 
be part of the reductions made to reduce the school's deficit from 
16 million to million. Athletics, not bebig part of the academic 
curriculum were among the first to feel the crunch of the proposed 
cutbacks. 

A compromise proposal put forth by director of Athletics, 
Harry Griffiths, callhig for a cutback of only $120,000 leavbig 
the department with |100 thousand to operate, was totally rejected. 
. ...In^^an hiterview on Channel 12 sports last ni^t- I>irector 
Griffltluvsaid, "the situation was unavoidable. Subsidies are far 
beyond student fees ia covering operation costs," It is the lEtoard 
of Governors who control the distribution of all subsidization. 

What's in store for next year? With no apparent funds hi the 
makhig mtercoUegiate sports will undoubtedly be terminated. The 
emphasis hi sports wiU 'turn from "perfection to participation" 
as the intramural programme will be conthiued..Instractional pro- 
grammes for sports clubs will most probaidy be retained also. 

Intercollegiate sports to be cut are football, hockey, soccer, 
ragger, basketball, waterpolo, swimming, skiing and others. Along 
with these sports it looks very likely that the four coaches and 
nineteen histructors of these mtercoUegiate teams will also get 
the axe.M6rea(^(^rn^ varsitjf competitors vrill leave 

McGiU for gretmer pastures next year: : 

In. order to alleviate. Uib crushing Uow of a total sports 
out proposals have been made to bicorporate McGill hi city league 
m such sports as waterpoto or swimming which are hiexpensivc 
to operate. However this token gesture will probably be ineffective 
since many vanity competitors will leave McGill for greener past- 
ures elsewhere. 

Daring any minor miracle or some massive campaign to gouge 
funds out of rich alumni McGill's long and glorious bitercoUegiate 
athletic history programme will be lidd:to rest this spring. Shiva
